“BAT” MASTERSON, 
FORMER TERROR OF 
“BAD MEN,” DIES 


In His Prime, He Was Con- 
sidered the Deadliest Man 
in America for Stand-Up 
Gun Fighting. 


HE FOUGHT INDIANS, 
' RAN FARO GAMES 


His Life Story Is a True Pic- 
ture of “Wild : West— 
Had Been Sporting Editor 
in New York in Late Years 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—W. B. 


(Bat) Masterson, former Sheriff in 
the southwest, and in recent years a 
sporting editor of the Morning 
Telegraph, died of heart disease 
while at work at his desk today. He 
was 66 years old. 

Masterson had an adventurous 
career. Born in Illinois, he went 
with his parents to Witchita, Kan., 
when he was 14 and two years later 
became a full-fledged buffalo hunter. 
He fought with Capt. Baldwin's 
scouts against the Indians in the 
Battle of Red River and was severely 
wounded. After the Indian warfare 
he returned to buffalo hunting. 
When barely 21 years old he was 
elected Sheriff at Dodge City Kan., 
and was a terror to “bad men.” 

Later he moved to Trinidad, Colo., 
where he became a Marshal. Sub- 


sequently he went to Tombstone, 
Ariz., and thence to Denver and Chi- 
cago. He came to New York a num- 
ber of years ago and became widely 
known as a writer of sporting ar- 
ticles.

Masterson Considered Deadliest Man 
at Gun-Fighting. 

| In his prime, William Barclay 

Masterson, with his soft, round face 

and gentle manner, was. considered 

quite the deadliest man in America 


for stand-up gun fighting. Had he 
cared to commemorate his homici- 
dal achievements in the orthodox 
way, it is estimated at his pistol 
handle would have been decorated 
with from 22 to 28 notches. These 
funereal records would have referred 
to white men only; “Bat” never 
bothered to keep much count of the 
Indians, Mexicans and rattlesnakes 
bumped off by his ready six-shooter. 

His life was an emboidiment of 
the “Wild West,” which today sur- 
vives only in motion picture thrill- 
ers. He fought Indians under Miles 
in the Chey nne country, was a buf- 
ralo hunter on the Cinnamon River, 
ran a faro game in Denver—it was 
noted that he had an eccentric pen- 
chant for a “squaré game;” held the 
watch for Jake Kilrain when he 
fought “ullivan at Richburg, Miss.; 
was personal gunman to George 
Gould, when the mililonaire went in 
fear of a maniac; became a United 
States Deputy marshal in New York 
City, thanks to the admiration enter- 
tained for him by Theodore Roose- 
velt, th President; and rounded 
out his turbulent career in quiet, as 
a sport writer for a New York news- 
paper. 

Sought Adventure in West. 

He was born at Middleton, IIl., in 
1854, the son of a well-to-do farm- 
er. Agriculture did not appeal to 
him; neither did schooling. Adven- 
turous lads in those days  betook 
themselves to the West. Young Mas- 
terson drifted out into the wilds of 
Kansas. The admiring chronicles of 
the time credit him with several va- 
gue “killings’’ before .he arrived in 
Dodge City early in the ‘70s. 

Dodge City was then in the hey- 
day of its glory as a center of the 
cattle trade. The cowboys ruled the 
town. When they rode in during the 
season, all the better class of citi- 
zens retired temporarily from active 
business life. In sheer desperation, 
the City Council selected ‘‘Bat’’ Mas- 
terson as Town Marshal. His 
brother. Ed, was Sheriff of the 
county. 

Marshal of Dodge City. 

The Town Marshal was the recipl- 
ent of a surprise party from the op- 
position. Taking him unawares, 
they locked him in his own jail, and 
saturated its walls with kerosene. 
Then they kindly gave him an hour 
in which to leave town. If he were 
found among those present at the 


end of that time he would be made

Senate Adopts Hitchcock 
Proposal Making Interest 
Paid on Debts Incurred 
Nondeductable.

Action Taken Today With- 
out Record of Vote After 
Democrats’ Effort of Yes- 
terday to Lower Rate.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—With- 


out a record vote the Senate today 
decided to continue the present in- 
come tax rates on moderate in- 
comes. 

The committee 
posing the rates whic 


crats thrice sought to Bmend yes- 
terday without succesS was ap- 
proved within a minute after the 
Senate met. There was no discus- 
sion. 

Without a record vote the Senate 
approved the House proposal in- 
creasing from $2000 to $2500 the 
exemption to headg of families hav- 
ing net incomes of $5000 a year or 
less. 

Also without a record vote the 
Senate adopted an amendment by 
Senator Hitchcock, Democrat, Ne- 
braska, under which interest paid in 
1921 and 1922 on indebtedness in- 
curred to purchase or carry tax 
exempt securities issued by the 
United States would not be deduct- 
able for purposes of Behe EY Khe: net 
income. 

The Senate also adopted an amend- 
ment by Senator Trammell providing 
that the only deduction allowed to 
tax payers borrowing money to pur- 
chase or carry Federal securities 
shall be the difference between the 
amount of interest paid on the in- 
debtedness thus incurred and that 
received on the securities. 

Continuous Session Plan. 

Democratic leaders having refused 
to enter into an agreement for a 
date for a final vote on the tax re- 
vision bill, Republicans went ahead 
today with plans to hold the Senate 
in continuous seasion, beginning to- 
morrow, until the measure is passed. 

At conferences today between 
spokesmen for the majority and mi- 
nority, the Democrats are under- 
stood to have agreed to a limitation 
of debate, as was done in the case of 
the peace treaties with Germany, 
Austria and Hungary. They said an 
agreement for a final vote was out 
of the question as unanimous consent 
would be refused both by individual 
Republican and Democratic Sena- 
tors. 

Meantime, the majority has 
changed its plan as to the method 
of forcing continuous sessions. In- 
stead of proposing a resolution as 
announced yesterday they have de- 
cided to keep a quorum on hand 
night and day and thus prevent a ré- 
cess or adjournment. They think 
a few days and nights of continuous 
meeting will force an agreement for 
a vote. 

Three amendments to the normal 
income tax section of the revenue bill 
calling for reductions in the taxes 
on moderate incomes, were voted 
down yesterday. 

Tax Amendments on Moderate In- 
comes Defeated Yesterday. 

The first tax amendment defeat- 
ed yesterday was that by Senator 
Gerry, Democrat, Rhode Island, 
proposing that the normal tax rate 
be 2 per cent on the first $5000 of 
income, 4 per cent on the second 
$5000, 6 per cent on the third $5000 
and 8 per cent on all above $15,000. 
The vote was 46 to 28. The vote 
follows:

MONDELL MOVES FOR 
EXPULSION OF BLANTON 


He Declares Texas Congressman 
Caused Obscene Language 
to Go Into Record.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Expul- 
sion from the House of Representa- 
tives of Representative Thomas  L. 
Blanton, Democrat, was called for in 
a resolution introduced today by 
Representative Mondell, the Repub- 
lican leader. 

The ground for the move to expel 
was publication in the Congressional 
Record as part of an extension of 
remarks by Blanton of an affidavit 
relating to.a row at the Government 
printing office,’ which affidavit was 
characterized by some House meti- 
bers as obscene and unfit for trans- 
mission through the mails.

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Joseph Baltrusaitis,. alien Lith- 
wanian, who formerly conducted a’ 
saloon at 901 Market street, and who | 


pleaded guilty last May of violation | 
‘ of the Volstead act, was found guilty | 
by a jury in the United States Disg | 
trict Court yesterday of attempting 
to cause disloyalty and sedition by | 
the circulation of pamphiets issued | 
by the communist party. 

The prosecution was under the es- 
pionage act and was the first case 
of its kind in this Federal district. 
The jury returned its verdict after 
deliberating about 15 minutes. Bal- 
trusaitis will be arraigned for sen- 
tence tomorrow. 

The trial of the case consumed 
about three hours. Several agents of 
the Department of vustice, who par- 
ticipated in raids on tne saloon of

IRECTOR RUDOLPH GANZ of 
Dix Symphony Orchestra tilted 

a shoulder, fluttered a hand, 
and permitted a demure smile to 
glide over a visage recently deso- 
lated by the razor, to the concern 
of both hemispheres. 

“Of course,”’ he mentioned, “there 
was the affair of the psychic cre- 
scendo.”’ 

Possibly he had meant, a few 
minutes earlier, to touch upon the 
matter in less cabalistic wise, when 
he told the fable of a countryman 
who for the first time descried a 
parrot, Circling about the cage, he 
peered from all sides at the feath- 
ered portent. Polly turned upon 
him at last, and snarled: “Hello, 
Joe!” : 

“My gosh!" cried the yokel, and 
then, doffing his cap: “Excuse me!

But it appeared that the conduc- 
tor had brought with him a budget 
of interesting news. To begin with, 
the orchestra, for the first time in a 
decade or more, is to have a “first 
lady."” Mrs. Zach preferred to make 
her home in Boston. Mrs. Ganz ac- 
companied her husband to St. Louis, 
and they have taken up residence at 
501 Clara avenue. She was Miss 
Mary Forrest, a concert singer of 
New York City, and married the pi- 
anist in 1900. They have a son, who 
has been attending a boy’s schoo! in 
the East. 

In the next place, Ganz revealed 
that he took out first citizenship 
papers in this city last June, and 
will complete his naturalization dur- 
ing his term in St. Louls. He is a 
native of Switzerland, but has lived 
in this country for 20 years. 

Thirdly, at the Coliseum concert 
on Nov. 6 will be played the first 
fox-trot ever performed ata sym- 
phony orchestra concert, Frey's 
“Havanola. ° 
with the “Blue Danube” waltz of 
Strauss, and will make this famous 
composition look more azure than 
ever, in the lively opigion of the di- 
rector. Moreover, Ganz is negotiat- 
ing for a concert to be given here 
during the season of 1922-23, under 
the auspices of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra, by Arthur Nikisch 
and the celebrated Gewandhaus or- 
chestra of Leipsic. 


Introducing Arthur Honegger. 


Last but not least, while In Paris 
Director Ganz diacovered a new mu- 
sical gonius, a young man of 29, 
| who, Se is confident, is destined to 
irank among the great masters. This 
\is Arthur Ifonegger, and two of his 
‘works will be played here this sea- 
| son—the first of his compositions to 
| be performed in America. One is en- 
titled “Pastorale d'Ete,” and will be 
presented at a yopular concert; a 
heroic piece, called ‘““‘orace  Tri- 
umphant,” an: dea}'ng with the life 
of the “oman poet, is to be intro- 
duced at a pair of regular concerts. 

“In Honegeger,” 
Ganz, “the old Latin spirit is incar- 
nate, the spirit which 
sought to realize in his last cham- 
ber works, that of perfect freedom 
with perfect lucidity.

With all his dissonances, he excels 
the other youthful composers of 
Paris because he possesses the gift 
of melody.

'mitted to sell tickets in the class-

there, but are instructed to urge the 
pupils to subscribe. Those wishing 
to attend will be dismissed from 
school an hour earlier on concert 
days.

“The programs were delivered on 
Oct. 1, and the music we are to 
Play will be studied in the schools 
by means of the phonograph and 
four-hand piano arrangements, as 
well as in memory tests at the end 
of the year.

URISIS IN IRISH 
GUNFERENCE OVER, 
SINN FEIN VIEW 


Expression Given at Repub- 
lican Headquarters in Lon- 
don Following Several 
Days of Much Anxiety. 


REPORT KING MAY 
TAKE A HAND 


Said He May Try to Har- 
monize Conflicting New 
Points; Formula for Dis- 
cussion Big Obstacle. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 26.—The view was 
expressed at Sinn Fein headquarters 
here today that the crisis in the Irish 
conference was over for the present. 

An official communique issued 
from No. 10 Downing street after 
the Sinn Fein representatives had 
left the British Premier's official res- 
idence this afternoon, said that the 
meeting of the conference on Ire- 
land was postponed, as a committee 
of the conference was sitting. 

The more hopefu! expression from 
Irish headquarters came at a mo- 
ment when Great’ Britain awaited 
with anxiety the resumption of the 
conference between representatives 
of the Dail Eireann and the British 
Cabinet today. The mere fact that 
the conference would meet was, in 
the view of most of the morning pa- 
pers, the only thread upon which 
hope might be placed. The situation 
had been regarded as so critical that 
same London publications employed 
only generalities today in their dis- 
cusison of the prospects of an Irish 
settlement. 

Rumor as to King’s Stand. 

There is a rumor current here that 
King George, whose keen interest in 
a settlement is unquestioned, as man- 
ifested in his address last June in 
Belfast, may, if necessary, use any 
influence he possesses within the 
limits of the British Constitution to 
harmonize the conflicting viewpoints 
in the conference. 

Is is asserted by some newspapers 
that Prime Minister Lloyd George 
put the direct question to the Irish 
delegates yesterday, whether they 
would recognize allegiance to the 
King as part of the Irish policy, the 
word “king’’ standing in this case as 
the synonym of British supremacy 
with all it entails. What answer, if 
any, was given, has not been inti- 
mated. 

Formula Chicf Difficulty. 

Everything seems to depénd on 
whether a formula by which differ- 
ences may be reconciled can be 
found. A committee, understood to 
consist of the Prime Minister and 
Austen Chamberlain, for the British 
Government, and Arthur Griffith 
and Michael Collins, for the Dail 
Eireann, has been, appointed to dis- 
cuss this matter, but there is little 
speculation on the form such an 
agreement is likely to assume.

The Secret Is Ont. 


Last summer, Ganz conducted a 
master class of piano pupils in Chi- 
cago. One day he announced that 
he would exhibit a remarkable 
phenomenon. It is well known that 
the pianist, unlike the violinist, or- 
ganist or singer, has very little con- 
trol over a tone, once he has made 
it. He can stop it, or faintly rein- 
force it with the loud pedal; but 
such a thifig as a crescendo is phys- 
‘cally impossible. In fact, a piano 
tone begins rapidly to diminish from 
the instant it is struck. 

Nevertheless, Ganz proclaimed 
that he would produce a piano tone 
which would swell! louder and louder 
after being struck. He smote one 
of the keys,-and the students listened 
with all their ears. Then the 60 
vowed ‘as one man that they had 
really heard the sound pulsing with 
greater and greater volume. 

“That is what I call the psychic 
crescendo,” chortled the new direc- 
tor. “It was due to authority. pres- 
tige, personal ascendancy. What I 
did with 60 people, cannot I also 
do with the 81 men of an orches 
tra?”

| Mord. writing in the current number 
of “The Nation’s Business,"’ the of- 
ficial publication of the Chamber of 
‘Commerce of the United States, gives 
his views on how the big railroads 
should be operated, asserting that 
,the “parasite” stockholder is a bur- 
den upon the roads. 

Ford, after getting rid of the in- 
vestor who is looking merely for a 
‘dividend, would redesign the rolling- 
stock, making it lighter, and _  dis- 
charge unnecessary employes, 
among them, in his view, the law- 


ideas on his own road, the Detroit, 
Toledo & Ironton, which has been 
the subject of much _ discussion 
among railroad men and the public. 

“The real purpose of a railroad,” 
says Ford, “is to serve the public. 
There is no reason why it should be 
diverted from that service and set to 
doing an entirely different thing— 
putting money into the pockets of 
stockholders who make no contribu- 
tion to the road’s actual operation. 

“Paying dividends to these people 
is a burden which should be lifted 
from the railroads. The greater the 
overcapitalization, the heavier the 
burden. It bears them down and 
prevents them from serving their 
purpose. In the end the public pays 
these dividends. They are a tax on 
the whole people. 

Presents Possible System. 

“There is a possible and practica- 
ble system of financing railroads by 
which those contributing the money 
will be in positions to aid directly to 
the success of the undertaking. If 
the brakeman.on a railroad owns 
stock in it, he has an additional in- 
ducement to competent service. Bet- 
ter service is a valuable by-product 
which will come from his ownership 
of stock. If the railroad is a suc- 
cess it is due to him and his fellow 
workmen, and they are entitled to 
the profit. 

“Railroads should not have to go 
to banks for money. They can be 
otherwise financed. In fact, finance 
is the wrong term to use. We talk 
too much about finance. The first 
thing is to make a railroad work. 
Make it possible for people to use 
it as much as they want te. Then 
there will be no trouble about the 
finances. The trouble is we start it 
with finance and expect finance to 
make the road go. Finance can't do 
that. Finance is a failure. 

“Of course, if such a course were 
attempted, we could expect a great 
outcry for the protection of invested 
capital. It would be said that people 
had bought these stocks for the 
financial protection of their fami- 
lies, their children. Protection from 
what? From the necessity of earn- 
ing their living. Their children 
would be better off if they had to 
finance themselves. 

“Proper financing would, of 
course, be easier on new roads. On 
the old ones, however, it could be 
possible to retire the parasite, the 
noncontributing stockholder, and 
let the ownership into the proper 
hands. 

Would Remove Physical Burden. 

“After removing this dividend 
drain the second step would be to 
remove the great physical burden of 
the railroads—needless weight of its 
rolling stock. Overweight of rolling 
stock is the prime mistake on the 
mechanical side of railroading. En- 
gines and cars are four or five times 
as heavy as they should be. A freight 
train is several times the weight of 
the load it carries, and a passenger 
train is 20 times as heavy. ; 

“This dead weight must be moved 
whether a train is loaded or empty. 
The cost of pulling empty trains is 
needlessly large. Contrast this with 
the efficiency of the bicycle, which 
weighs 20 pounds and will carry a 
man who weighs 200 pounds, 

Would Expedite Movement. 

“On the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton 
we are using the old types of engine 
ana car, but they will be displaced 
by better types. We will patent our 
new designs where they are patenta- 
ble. Some patents are taken out to 
prevent the use of ideas. Our pat- 
ents will guarantee the free use of 
ideas. We will never proceed 
against anybody for infringement of 
our patents.

“The third step, an immediate 
step which should be taken in the 
operation of any great railroad sys- 
tem, would be that of expediting the 
journey of the freight carrier.

By speeding up our freight 
on this preliminary part of its jour- 
ney we have been able to shorten the 
time of its delivery by periods rang- 
ing fram seven to fourteen days. This 
means that our product gets to the 
people to whom we sell it from seven 
to fourteen days quicker than it 
used to. It means that we carry on 
our books $30,000,000 less undeliv- 
ered product than we otherwise 
would. 

Too Many Lawyers, He Says. 

“Most railroads have enough law- 
yers.working for them to operate 
them if they were engaged in useful 
work. One of the first things is to 
dispense with the legal staff. A 
well-managed road needs legs of that 
sort of service. We did just this on 
the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton.

He testified to the 
effect that his daughter, the defend- 
ant. had told him on the day of Ed- 
ward Meyer's funeral! that she knew 
nothing of any life insurance carried 
by Meyer. but later the same day an 
examination of Meyer's papers led 
to the discovery of a receipt for a 
premium paid to a life insurance 
company. He declared he advised 
his daughter that, inasmuch as she 
had been married to Meyer but 4 
short time, the parents of Meyer 
should share in whatever estate 
Meyer left, and that. as a result of 
this advice, the defendant had given 
the premium receipt to a sister of 
Meyer with the understanding that if 
the insurance were collected the sis- 
ter might retain half.
